Home on sutvivor leave iiss 
exciting crash landing and a 20- 
hour struggle in the rough China 
Sea, Ensign Forrest D. Goodman, 
USNR, 28, is visiting his mother 
Mrs. Alma Goodman of 1009 Cor- 
nell Ayenue, Albany, Calif, 

Ensign Goodman was co-pilot of 
a PB4Y four-motored Liberator 
Navy search plane operating out 
of the Philippine area. On an b 
tended mission, just before dusk, 
Jap anti-aircraft fire tore a large 
hole in the wing gasoline tank, The 
crew left the plane in the air a 
short time, but finally had to make 
a crash landing at night in the 
China Sea when the gasoline was 
expended. 

Twelve-men were in the plane. 
They all suffered lacerations of 
shock—three crew members, in- 
cluding the pilot, were killed. En- 
sign Goodman was knocked uncon- 
scious by the impact, 

“T regained my. senses in the 
cockpit under the water. I opened 
the window, jerked my safety belt 
and my Mae West jacket pulled me 
to the surface. It was plenty dark 
and the waves were choppy but 
the nine of us managed to stay to- 
gether by holding to a gas tank 
which had torn loose from the 
plane,” declared the young Naval 
officer. “The tank had a flak hole 
and kept filling with water but ] 
took off my shoes and we took 
turns bailing out the water.” 

Their rubber raft had been. torn 
in the crash landing and two of 
the men were without life jackets. 
Ensign Goodman used his pistol 
during the first day trying to shoot 
down birds to get some food. 

“After failing to attract the at- 
tention of two friendly planes, a 
PBY was sighted,” Ensign Good- 
man said. I fired tracer bullets to 
attract attention. The plane sight- 
ed us, lowered and dropped a rub- 
ber raft. The inflation bottle was 
damaged so hope faded, As. the 
Waves grew higher, it became more 
difficult ti bail out the gas tank 
and keep afloat. It was about to 
sink when a destroyer reached us, 
It was a lucky break of all nine of 
us to get out of that rough China 
Sea alive,” declared Ensign Good- 
man, 


“During the crash landing all of 
the crew members remained at their 
stations, worked efficiently and 
showed unusual courage. Our plane 
captain, J. C. Spangler, Aviation 
Machinist’s Mate, First Class, 
USNR, of Van Nuys, California, 
was especially helpful,” Ensign 
Goodman said.
